Claims 41-48 have been canceled. Therefore, claims 1-40 are pending in this application. 
Claims 18-40 are withdrawn from further consideration by the Examiner, 37 C.F.R. § 1.142(b), 
as being drawn to a non-elected invention. The withdrawn subject matter is patentably distinct 
from the elected subject matter as it differs in structure and element and would require separate 
search considerations. In addition, a reference, which anticipates one group, would not render 
obvious the other. 



Claims 1-17, 41, 42 and 44 were objected to for containing non-elected subject matter. 
Applicants Amendment filed on January 16, 2007 have limited the claims to the elected subject 
matter. Therefore, the objections to said claims is hereby withdrawn. Applicants also canceled 
claims 41-48, rendering the objections to claims 41, 42 and 44 moot. 

Since the compound claims were found allowable, in accordance with M.P.EP 821.04 
and In re Ochiai, 71 F.3d 1565, 37 USPQ 1 127 (Fed. Cir. 1995), product claims have been 
rejoined with process claims. Therefore, the restriction requirement between the product and 
method of use claims is hereby withdrawn.
